The above Hues of Matthew Arnold very 
clearly, it seems to me, describe anniver- 
aaries. An epoch ends, thr various tasks 
assigned to men by an overruling Provi- 
dence are finished, anil they pass away. 
Some leave behind them memorials in the 
form of heroic deeds (lone, mighty truths 
discovered, or brilliant words spoken ; 
others leave behind them but indistinct 
impressions, while the great majority of 
them leave but a recollection which " fleeth 
as it were a shadow." There is a brief 
pause' as if for contemplation and review ; 
the historian poises his pan, and, lol of the 
countless thousands who have pursued the 
put lis of life he can discern merely —

ECpOCh upon Spook opens and cloaea, the 
same piocess is repeated and the same 
results arc obtained. 

Shakespeare compares the world to a 
stage and the men and women on it to 
players. Act succeeds act and scene 
da scene, and through it all we catch 
light ol the principal actors only. The 
prompters, the dressers, the curtain raisers 
and the supernumeraries of many and 
various kinds, ao necessary to ita successful 
production, we do not see, or at most see 
but for a Heeling moment. 

It iloe.H seem disappointing and discourag- 
ing l<> think how few men have had their 
unties embla/.oiicd upon the pages of his- 
loiv. We can almost count the famoua 
orators, poeta, warriors, savants, actora, 
sculp ulers, and critics upon the 

fingers of our hands I Demosthenes as an 
•i has no peer, Homer la the despair of 
lite later poets, Alexander waa the only 
warrior who could shed genuine tears be- 
cause there were no more worlds to con- 
quer, Socrates stands as model thinker for 
all time ; Aeschylus, as a playwright, Phi- 
aa a sculptor, Raphael, as a painter, 
and Seneca, as a critic, have no equala. 

We rightly ascribe their succeas to their 
own energy, | integrity, and 

industry : 

" Tl 
Whi

Were t - , i i , i,^ upward In the night " 

We would not attempt, we could not 
succeed if we attempted, to dim the lustre 
ol these "one or two immortal lights," 
and yet Is it not also true that thrii y.< 
■less was attained ipiite as inucli tlitough 
the toll and sacrifice of Others SS through 
their own patience and industry ? Just as 
the stars require a fit umuient foi their set- 
ting, the sun and moon mbits for their 
orderly Might thiough space, ao also does 
the lame of great men need the toil and 
sacrifice ol others. " No man llveth unto 
himself, ami no man ilieth unto himself," 
" One soweth and another reaiieth," " Bear 
ye one another's burdens," are but vary- 



ing expressions of the one great thought of 
interdependence. We often think of the 
collosal statue of Apollo which stood 
astride the harbor of Rhodes, prior to the 
year 227 B.C. One great foot tested on one 
side of the harbor and the other foot on the 
other side, and between them sailed the 
argosies of commerce. So stands the suc- 
cessful man, the laurel wreath of fame upon 
his towering brow ; one foot resting upon 
a pedestal erected by his own labors, the 
other resting upon a pedestal erected by 
the labors of other men, and between 
them is the pathway to success. 

I recall a stately cathedral upon the a 
crest of a sloping hill. The most conspicu- 
ous, almost the only conspicuous, thing 
about this cathedral ia its brilliant cupola 
of shining brass. As I behold it day by 
day from the window of my study, my 
thoughts turn irresistibly to the brilliant 
names of heroes who have won renown 
amid the cannon's roar, of orators who 
have won gjlory on the rostrum and in the 
halls of legislation, and of merchants who 
have gained wealth and position in the 
marts of trade, and I know the world is 
looking at these names aa I am looking at 
this scintillating cupola — with admiration, 
awe and wonder. Yet, as I read the his- 
tory of this cathedral, and observe the 
myriads of humble disciples of the Saviour 
entering its doors to find that " peace 
which passetb all understanding," my 
eyes are opened to marvelous tales of quiet 
sacrifice and daily toil. The names of a 
Mary and a Martha, a Dorcas and a Paula, 
a lleloise and a St. Theresa, are interwoven 
into the fabric of its walls, and ita very 
foundation walls, could they speak, would 
tell of the courageous deeds of a modern 
St. Peter and St. Paul, and many a Chry- 
sostom and St. Ambrose, many a St. Ber- 
nard and a St. Prancia of Assizi. 

Close beside monuments to the illus- 
trious dead in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, ia a aingle grave filled with 
11,000 soldiers of the Civil War and mark- 
ed simply: "To the Unknown Dead." 
On the fields of Gettysburg and Antietam, 
011 the plains of Shiloh, in the thickets of 
the Wilderness, and on the slopes of Look- 
out Mountain, are strewn, " dust to dust, 
ashes to ashes," the remains of countless 
numbers of brave- men whose memories 
are to us but a faint echo of the great 
strife ; while on peak and crag and moor, 
and in the valleys below, stand shafts of 
granite and marble, commemorating the 
deeds of those very " few shining lights," 
who led them to victory or defeat. 

Prom across the sea, daily, come lurid 
tales of aerial battles; of subterranean deeds 
of daring ; of undersea contests ; of the 
destruction of giant steel monsters of the 
deep ; of clash of arms on Alpine peaks, 
and in the passes of the Carpathians ; 
millions of men engaged, and yet, how 
many of those millions who are bearing 
the brunt ot the battle will be remembered 
when the epoch ends ? 

We are celebrating the Thirty-fifth 
Anniversary of the Pennsylvania Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of the Deaf. 
To-day we are closing the door of an epoch 
that has ended. To-morrow we shall open 
the door of a new epoch. What worthy 
things have we done during the period 
now ending? What opportunities have we 
created for doing good during the period 
to come ? _ These are fair questions. They 
are questions which all men and women, 
whether in their individual or collective 
capacities, are compelled to ask themselves 
sooner or later. The ability to answer 
them correctly and comprehensively indi- 
cates the degree of our intelligence, the 
measure of our conscious responsibility 
and the depth of our honesty of purpose. 

Lincoln, in his momentous address at 
the Dedication of the Battlefield of Gettys- 
burg, warned his hearers that " the world 
will little note, nor long remember, what 
we aav here, but it can never forget what 
they did here," and St. Paul apoke to the 
Corinthian Church of the uselessness of 
mere words. He likened them without 

CI works to "sounding brass and tink* 
mbals." We are now on trial for 
our deeda. God grant that they may be 
many and worthy. 

Let us re-open the doors of past epochs, 
and see what has been done I 

tin October 13, 1880, you took the initial 
step in the formation of your Society, and 
on Auguat 24, 1891, in the Capitol at 
Harrisburg, you formally organized it. At 
this meeting Rev. Henry Winter Syle first 
suggested the project to establish a Home 
for Aged ami Infirm Deaf. In 1886, you 
contributed $ 2,000 of the $10,000 raised by 
the deaf of the United States towards the 
erection of a statue to Thomas Hopkins 
Gallaudet, the founder of deaf-mute educa- 
tion in America. In the same year you 
successfully brought the attention of this 
Institution to the need for a better and 
more varied industrial education for the 
deaf. In January, 1891, you incorporated 
your Society, changing Its name from the 
" Pennsylvania Asssoclation of Deaf- 
Mutes," to the " Pennsylvania Society for 
the Advancement of the Deaf," and speci- 
fied as among its objects the maintenance 
of a Home for the Blind, Aged, and Infirm 
Deaf Mutes. In 1890 you first began the 
publication of a quarterly periodical called 
the Society News. In 1891 you first sug- 
gested the changing of the cumbersome 
ami inappropriate designation, " The Deaf 
and niuiil),'' to "The Deaf." In 1892 you 
began the consideration of the organization 
of Local Branches, and in 1899 several 
audi Branches were established. 

Prom a membership of 42 in 1881, you 
have grown to an active membership of 
250, an Associate Membership of 11, and a 
Honorary Membership of 12. 

Prom almost no Funds in l88t, you have 
at the ptesent time property, in the form 
of the Home, worth probably $25,000, a 
Maintenance Fund of $1 ,373.88, and an 
Kndowment Fund of #7,150.17. At your 
Annual Meeting last summer, in Gettys- 
burg, your Treasurer reported total receipta 
the previous 11 months of Jl, 080.87. 
Six of the Local Branches contributed a 
total of $921.39 in 1915. 

This is the record in brief. I have 
necessarily omitted very much for lack of 
space and time — the labors, the discus- 
sions, the successes, the failures, the words 



of courtesy and acrimony, the smiles and 
tears, and the many small incidents of 
human interest which enter into the body 
politic. As I have given it, however, it is 
a record of which you have a perfect right 
to be proud. 

Ana now, finally, let us look at a few of 
the actors on the stage. Through the re- 
opened doors of the epochs that have closed 
I see a multitude of splendid men and 
women, each doing his or her duty as God 
gave him or her understanding. 

I see Anthony, Allabough, Brookmire, 
Haas, Miles, Widaman, Davidson and 
Ziegler, of the original membership band 
of 1880, still playing their parts in the front 
or in the rear; Callahan, Morley, Smith 
and Keisel I do not see ; they departed 
with the closing epochs. 

I see Koehler, Elwell, Runk and Lipsett, 
of the original office-band of 1881 ; Syle, 
John CharlTn, Ijams, Woodside and Trist, 
of this same band, I do not see. They de- 
parted into glory with the closing epochs. 

Looking* again I aee a hew generation of 
faithful men and women of all ages and 
conditions and creeds, each bending over 
his or her task. I see Dr. Crouter, 
Mcllvaine, Thompson, Booth, Reider, 
Stevens, Roach, Mrs. Syle, Mrs. King, 
Miss Parker, Downing, Leitner, Teegar- 
den, Dantzer, Smielau, Clark, Rolshouse, 
Atcheson, Barker, Breen, Sawhill, Miss 
Stuckert, Portescue, McKinuey, Miss Hess, 
Pennell, Sanders, McGhee, Manning, 
Sensening, Weaver, and othera too in- 
numerable to name. 

Although I love eulogies better than 
epitaphs, and thoroughly believe that 
flowers are for the living rather than 
for the dead, it is embarrassing in 
the presence of this goodly company 
to say more than I have already said 
in praise. There is one, however, whom 
no speaker at the anniversaries of the 
Society has ever been able to forbear 
from mentioning above all others, and 
surely I shall be pardoned for following in 
their train. I refer to Mr. Robert Middle- 
ton Ziegler, faithful from the very first 
meeting In 1880 down to the present — 
"Indefatigable Bobs I Your namesake,- 
Sir Frederick Roberts, V. C, Lord of Kan- 
dahar, affectionately surnamed ' Bobs' by 
his devoted men, died as a true soldier 
would wish to die in the saddle on the 
battlefield of Prance, full of years aud 
honors, was one of those rare personali- 
ties who are destined to 

' Rise slowly up into the sky, 
To shine there everlastingly.' 

May his happy fate be yours I" 

Little note does the world take of the 
toilers, the quiet heroes, who cheerfully 
plod on and on, adding day by day to the 
sum of human happiness. The world 
forgets that it is they, and their number is 
as the sands of the sea, who constitute the 
core of humanity, the warp and woof of 
life. But what matters it? Yes, what 
matters it to them whether their star shines 
in the glory of the heavens or in the 
obscure places round about them, where 
they may spend and be spent for love of 
their fellow men ? With St. Paul, when 
their epoch ends, they can exclaim : "I 
have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith."

Then the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, through its Chairman, Rev. 
C O Dantzer, presented the follow- 
ing resolutions for adoption : 

Kesohfd, That the Board of Managers 
be hereby requested to consider the ex- 
pediency of forming a Labor Bureau of 
the Deaf in connection with the Society, 
with power to take such action as it shall 
deem best ; or communicate with the 
Bureau of Labor and Industry of the State 
of Pennsylvania in -regard to establishing 
such a bureau, with a capable deaf person 
in charge, as part of its system. 

Whhrkas, The appointing officials of 
the various Departments and Bureaus have 
for a long time shown a disinclination to 
appoint deaf Civil Service eligibles to posi- 
tions in their departments and bureaus; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, 'the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of the Deaf, 
in convention assembled, believe in giving 
the deaf equal chances with the hearing in 
Civil Service where hearing is not an es- 
sential factor, and request every candidate 
for Congress in this State, when elected, 
to look closely into the Civil Service mat- 
ter, as far as it concerns the deaf, and re- 
move any unjust discrimination against 
them. 

Resolved, That we, the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement for the Deaf, 
in convention assembled, endorse the bill 
now pending in Congress for the creation 
of a Bureau of Labor for the Deaf, known 
in the United States Senate as No. 471*, 
and in the House as No. 1537, and further- 
more, a copy of this resolution be forward- 
ed to every candidate for Congress in this 
State, commending this measure to his 
favorable consideration in order to secure 
its passage in Congress. 

Resolved, That our thanks be extended 
to Mr. Harry A. Mackey, Chairman of the

deaf children who are learning to 
talk, but that a combination of this 
manual language with the oral 
should lie used. In cases where a 
child wbo has already learned to 
talk loses the faculty of hearing, 
every effort should be made to re- 
tain the faculty of speech which he 
still possesses. A majority of the 
deaf people cap be taught lo speak, 
', and the only reason that 
most of then do not speak is thai 
their faculty for speech has not been 
developed. It is not because they 
lack that faculty. 

Professor Stewart, who Inter- 
preted Mr. Kendall's address, ex 
plained that the controversy among 
educators of the deaf as to the best 
system has been carried on for forty 
years, but that the most approved 
method to-day, and the one in nse 
at tbe Iowa school, is that described 
by Mr. Kendall. The radical ex- 
ponents of the oral method declare 
that the child should be restricted 
entirely in the use of his hands for 
talking and should be made to de- 
pend entirely npon the use of the 
lips, he said. The opposition to 
this method is advanced on the 
grounds that lip-readers and deaf 
people wbo do not know the sign 
language are at a decided disad- 
vantage among their own people 
and in public. 

The sign language is also more 
accurate, Mr. Stewart said, and is 
more rapid for the transfer of ideas 
from one person to another or to a 
groop of deaf persons. Mr. Stewart 
experienced no difficulty yesterday 
in making understood the addresses 
of those who used the oral speech 
and kept pace with the speakers 
throughout their addresses. 

Mr. Fred Davis, of Davenport, 
had handed in a motion, which was 
I, urging that the name of the 
Association be changed to Iowa As- 
BOciation of the Deaf. Discussion 
OH this was defened till the next 
day. President Nelson read a letter 
from Dr. Henry 15. Yonng, of Burl- 
ington, stating bis regret at his not 
being able to be present to deliver 
an address.

Chairman Wills read the report 
of the Committee on Resolutions. 

After an unimportant correction 
of one of them, these were voted on 
and passed. Di.J.S. Eong hand- 
ed in a resolution asking the Asso- 
ciation to appropriate $25 to assist 
Mr. Waring in bis work in prose 
euting impostors. This, being vot- 
ed on, was also passed. The more 
important resolutions are the fol- 
lowing : — 

Whkkbas, There is a movement en foot 
in Iowa to make the Oral Instruction of 
the Deaf compulsory at the School for the 
Deaf in.Council Bluffs by legal enactment ; 
and, 

Whkrbas, The school already employs 
this method to as great extent as possible, 
in keeping with the policy followed by the 
majority of schools in the country ; and, 

Whkrkas, Years of experience in the 
actual battle of life have given us every 
opportunity to test the results of all 
methods as they affect our success and 
failure after leaving school ; and, because 
many misleading statements have been 
made concerning the oral method, 

Resolved, That we set forth our declara- 
tion of principles as the result of this 
experience : 

We believe in the oral method and that 
every child should be given a chance to 
learn speech and receive his or her educa- 
tion by this method whenever possible. 

But since it has been proven time and 
again that this method can not be em- 
ployed with success in every case, we 
believe that all methods should be used 
and that each child's capacity and welfare 
should determine the method employed in 
his or her particular case. In other words, 
we believe the Combined System, which 
fits the method to the child, is the only 
reasonable and proper system, and that an 



law to force the use of a single metl, 
B evening, light refresh-, contrary to- the principles of our g. 



ment and pernicious in its influence. 

We believe that a fair judgment of all 
deaf children would show that twenty-five 
percent can acquire practical speech and 
receive their education entirely by this 
method. That another twenty-five per- 
cent can acquire fair speech and good 
speech-reading sufficient to profit by this 
meth od. That another twenty-five per- 
cent can acquire poor speech of little or no 
practical value, acquired at the expense of 
the child's general education, and that the 
remaining twenty-five percent can noi 
learn speech or benefit by that method 
under any circumstances. 

We believe that the Sign language is 
indispensable to the deaf in chapel exer- 
cises and religious instruction, in their 
literary gatherings and in their social life, 
to a limited extent in the higher grades 
where the sciences are taught and to 
secure a broad, intellectual development. 

Therefore, the combined system, which 
is now employed at the school tn < 
Bluffs and which meets all requirments, is 
tbe only proper system and we endorse 
Supt. Rothert and bis managment of the 
school and assure him of our support 
which has been justified by the success of 
graduates. 

Resolved, That we oppose the idea of 
day schools for the deaf in Iowa, believing 
that the school at Council Bluffs by o 
ing every advantage as to methods 
industrial training with eatpei 
ers, to be by far the best an f for 

educating the deaf of the State. 

Whi'.kras, It is a well known fact that 
may of the most successful deaf in Iowa 
are farmers and this occupation is an espe- 
cially good one for the deaf ; be it 

Rewlved, That we direct the Hoard of

At the State School, for the 
Deaf, Columbus. 



The event which the Ohio deaf 
loeked forward to with great in- 
terest for the past few months has 
come and gone, and has left only 
pleasant memories that will remain 
as long as life lasts. Nothing oc- 
curred to mar the occasion. 

The business before the meetings 
wjts dispatched in good style. En- 
thusiasm was mauifested when 
the reports of the Home manage- 
ment, were read, and plana proposed 
to raise money for bettering its con- 
ditions. There were several inter 
esting features that marked the 
meeting, which will tie referred to 
in their order. 

Members began to arrive early, 
as the State Fair had attracted a 
number hither, and at the time 
for the doom to be thrown open, 
Thursday afternoon, at the school, 
they were promptly on hand to 
register, two hundred and sixty- 
two had filled the requisite blank, 
entitling membership in the even- 
ing. 

A few of the hoys and girls of the 
fifties and sixties were on hand ; 
some of two decades later, hut the 
majority of the gathering is com- 
posed of those who left the school 
in this century — thus youth and old 
Bge mingling together, recounting 
times of their school days, and re- 
newing acquaintances ; the former 
blithe and gay, and the latter quiet 
and thoughtful, though none the 
less enjoying the occasion as much 
as the younger set. 

Among the older people present, 
Miss Alice Hanson has seen four- 
score and three winters. She 
graduated from the school in 1850. 
Mr. .laines.tiilmore left in 1854, and 
is eighty years of age, and steps 
around lively. John More left in 
18G0, and is over seventy- Ave. 
Several others are well up in the 
seventies. Mr. and Mrs. Martin 
Turner, of the Home, were down, 
and this was the (list reunion of the 
school they have ever attended. 
They indeed enjoyed it. With 
some slight changes, the program 
given last week was carried out. 

The task of preparing for the re- 
union fell upon the Executive Com- 
mittee, composed of Messrs. Win. 
Mayer, Ernest Zell, Mrs. C. C 
Neuner, Mr. Collins Sawhill, and 
Mrs. William Sawhill. They, for 
the most time, had their hands full 
in the several duties allotted each. 
The Chairman, Mr. Mayor, had the 
task of not only puichasing every 
article of food used dining the three 
days' meet, but had also to look 
after details. It was different from 
all former occasions wheu the In- 
stitution provided for everything, 
even as to waiters. 

The Alumni does not hold Super- 
intendent Joues nor the Stale 
Board of Administration responsi- 
ble for the change, but rather the 
law governing the Board of Ad- 
ministration, by which no provision 
was made for entertaining the mem- 
bers during the reunions. The 
members were giveu piivileges to 
use the building only. It is hoped 
the next legislature will grant the 
former piivileges at the rorrhoom 
ing session. But to the program. 

It was neatly ten o'clock wheu 
the Piesident, Miss Cloa Lutnson, 
Called the assembly to order in the 
chapel of the School, and asked 
Rev. George W. Flick to give the 
invocation. 

Superintendent J. W. Jones, in 
welcoming the member*, expressed 
his pleasure at having litem here, 
back under the roof of the school, 
anil felicitated them upon their 
healthy looks and evidences of pro- 
sperity. He wanted them to under 
stand that the buildings and 
grounds were theirs for three days, 
and hoped tltcy would enjoy every 
mi meni of their si.iy. lie only re 
gteiteil that format hospitalities 

they enjoyed here at former roan 

ions were not to be extended this 
lime, and explained the reasons, 
lie said ho was now of age as su- 
perintendent of the School, as on 
yesterday he had served as such 
twenty-one years. What he had 
done in those years to improve the 
efficiency of the School the month 
havo observed, lie did not take 
all the oiedit to himself, for in a 
great part he ia indebted to the 
V*teroM o( tha School, Dr. Palter 
aon, Mr. McGregor and others, for 
assistance in the work, as well as 
the hearty cooperation of the 
teachers, lie was still anxious for 
greater improvements and battel 
educational facilities for the deaf of 
the State, now and those of the 
future. The present building was 
erected to acconiniodate 860 pupils, 
yet during the past year it housed 
50G. There is need of more room, 
the playgrounds are small, and it 
will be difficult to add more build- 



ings. He asked their aid in having 
the School removed to a farm. 
Such a step must be taken, sooner 
or later, as the city is rapidly grow- 
ing. By having the School on a 
farm it will be to the advantage of 
the deaf, for many of the pupils 
come from the country and they 
could be given instruction in rural 
pursuits. v 

He spoke of the Tionie and the 
fine report that had been shown at 
the Managers' Meeting in the even- 
ing before. He urged them to raise a 
fund of $10,000 with which to 
build a cottage. It could easily be 
accomplished if all were determined 
and went to work with a will. He 
suggested that the State he divided 
into four divisions and captains 
chosen in each to make collections 
He felt certain ready aid would be 
given by the charitable when the 
object of the Home was ptoperly 
explained to them. He again wish- 
ed them a pleasant reuuion. 

Governor Willis was uuble to 
be pres«ut, so Lieutenant-Gover 
nor Arnold spoke in his place He 
expressed his pleasui Coin behold- 
ing such a tine au(,<eneo before 
him. They were certainly worthy 
citizens of the State. Superinten- 
dent Jones was a good friend to 
him whom he had known for many 
years, and he felt pride in what he 
had accomplished for the School for 
the Deaf, lie approved of having 
the Association ask the legislature 
to grant it the same privileges 
giveu other institutions in the hold- 
ing of reunious and he would do 
all he could to assist them in their 
object. He was heartily applauded 
at the close of his remarks. 

The president thanked hint for 
his address and offer of assistance, 
ami assured him he would be given 
an opportunity the coming winter 
to make it good should the electors 
of the State agaiu choose him to the 
office for which he has been nomi 
Dated by his party. She also thank 
ed Superintendent Jones for grant- 
ing the association the u-e of the 
building and cordial greetings ex- 
tended to the members. She then 
delivered her address, which by the 
way was in clear, forcible style, aud 
was easily comprehended. 

Thb Prbsidbnt's Address. 

Once more time in its eternal flight, 
has brought us back in the halls that once 
sheltered perhaps some the happiest days of 
our childhood. But this time we come, 
not as the care-free, eager children of yore, 
but as serious-minded men and women 
who have, more or leas, made our mark in 
the world. 

As has been the case some twenty years 
past, the pride of our hearts— our Home 
for the Aged and Infirm Deaf — will occupy 
the foremost place in our deliberations. 

To what heights must swell the pride of 
those in whose active brains the little seed, 
like the mustard seed, had its origin, as 
ti ey illow their Cihids' eyes to dwell upon 
the vast improvements accomplished in 
these years ! 

What has been achieved proves the 
truth of the old adage : " Every penny 
counts," for have we not depended mostly 
on small contributions given by the deaf 
of Ohio and their friends? 

But two of the greatest improvements 
since our last reunion were made possible 
only by the generosity of three of our 
friends more blest in worldly goods than 
their silent brethren. 

The first of these improvements is the elec- 
tric light plant; and you all know that for 
this our heartfelt gratitude is due to Mr. 
and Mrs. James M. Park, of California. 

The second is the silo — an indispensable 
necessity on any farm of considerable size. 
And that we owe to Miss Margaret Rife, 
whose recent death we sincerely mourn. 

We may never be able to adequately 
thank such generous donors, but surely 
God will reward them! 

And now, apropos the Home, there is 
one particular subject we wish to bring to 
your attention. 

For most of the improvements hereto- 
fore, we have depended mainly on coin- 
cards, appeal* and the work of a few so- 
cieties. Some individuals have given 
much and some little, or none at all. 

Whereas all members ought to have an 
equal share in so glorious an undertaking. 

We would suggest that, hereafter, an 
antiiml due of one dollar be assesssed each 
member, the entire proceeds of which shall 
be turned over to the Home, except what 
is collected during the reunions. That, as 
usual, should go into the Association's 
treasury to meet current expense between 
the two reunions. 

Surely one wee dollar only once a year 
would not be too much for any of us. 

Such a course would do away with the 
coin-cards and appeals and give us a surer 
basis of income, whereas our present me- 
thod has always been haphazard, some- 
times bringing in more and sometimes less. 

The most pressing need at the Home 
just now is a new building for the men. 
With a regular income of a dollar a year 
from each member, it would be possible to 
realize that improvement much sooner 
than under the old haphazard way . 

If you will go out to inspect the Home 
to-morrow, every one of you will see the 
absolute need of the new building, and the 
sooner we have it the better 

Another thing which we wish to impress 
upon you is the importance of every one of 
us joining the National Association of the 
Deaf ami staying in. 

Why should we place such stress upon 
this subject ? — some may ask. 

What a world dt meaning lies in the 
verse that always heads the editorial column 
in the Dkaf-Mutks' Journal ! 

" He s true to God who's true to man i 

Wtarrrvci wrong; is done 
To the humblest and the weaken 

'Neath the all-beholding; sun, 
That wrong ts also done to us. 

And they are staves most base. 
Whose love of right is ror themselves. 

And not for all the ra, 



Whenever a discrimination is made 
against the deaf In one locality, is not that 
a wrong done uato all of us ? 

If allowed to go unchallenged, is it not 
likely that the same discrimination may be 
repeated elce where and finally everywhere P 

And has not the N. A. D. ever tried its 
best to stand a* a bulwark between that 
wrong and us all ? 

Do you mind the time when the I 
( loverument barred us as a class from Civil 
Service, and that in spite of the fact that 
many of out people weie already among 
the most faithful and efficient of Uncle 
Sam's employees and had been in service 
many years? 

And do you remember how gallantly the 
N. A. D. took up the fight in face ot great 
odds and won ? 



blight of pure oralism, but all of our breth- 
ren have not been so fortunate, and future 
generations may not be, except we keep 
up the brave fight we have undertaken. 
And do we not owe it unto future genera- 
tions as well as unto ourselves to keep it 
up? 

And now comes the Compensation Law. 
The law in itself is good, but unfortunately, 
through misunderstanding, it has worked 
harm against our class in some places. 
And wherever it has, the N. A. D., through 
its active agents, has instantly stepped in 
and in most cases has won its point. 

Other discriminations may yet be made 
against us, and we will still have pure 
oralism to contend against for years. 

In order to succeed in all its undertak- 
ings, the N. A. D. must have money and 
plenty of it. So it is up to us, one and all, 
to put our shoulders to the wheel and push 
the cart along. Our duty lies before us 
straight and clear ; there is no evading the 
question. 

We are proud of the work the Ohio deaf 
have already done. Did we not respond 
nobly to the calls for help that have come 
to us at intervals? We gave in the same 
generous spirit to the Moving Picture, 
the two Gallaudet Monuments, the Sophia 
Fowler, the De l'Epee and the Belgian 
Punas, as we have always given when the 
Home sent out appeals. 

So far, so good, but, like the Home, 
what the N. A. D. needs is a sure and con- 
tinual basis of financial support. 

So, come, let us, one and all, rally under 
the N. A. D. banner and do our duty so 
welt that we, too, may hear the comment : 
" Well done, thou good and faithful ser- 
vant." 

By the way, the De l'Epee and Sophia 
Fowler Funds are not yet quite complete, 
and Mr. aud Mrs. Zorn would be glad to 
receive any contributions that any of you 
may care to make. 

Last winter, our Legislative Committee 
interviewed the Board of Administration 
with the view of having them ask the 
Legislature to appropriate $500 triennally, 
toward defraying the expenses of our en- 
tertainment at our reunion. 

But the Board already has such a large 
sum of money to ask for, in the main- 
tenance of the institutions under its care, 
that the members did not feel they ought 
to ask for more. 

We all know what such an appropria- 
tion would mean to us. The amount that 
we must now spend at this reunion would 
have gone toward the support of our Home, 
and that would surely make a big difference 
in our treasury. So, acting independently 
of the Board or our Legislature Committee, 
Mr. Louis Bacheberle had such a bill 
introduced into the Senate. But in the 
preliminary steps he encountered some 
obstacles that kept it from being introduced 
early enough to get safely through. 

With last year's experience back of him, 
Mr. Bacheberle ought to meet with better 
success next time and we bespeak for him 
the hearty co-operation of the next presi- 
dent in this undertaking. 

In conclusion, may we all reap great 
profit from this gathering »nd by our good 
behavior and loyalty show our apprecia- 
tion of our beloved Supeintendent's wel- 
come. 

The reports of the Secretary aud 
Treasurer of the Association follow 
ed. The first had nothing to re- 
port in particular as iho proceed- 
ings of the last meeting had been 
printed. He announced the decease 
of several members. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Sehory, had 
outlined his repot t on the black 
board, from which members could 
see from where the money came, 
and for what purpose it went. The 
total receipts August 31st, 1916, 
are $2,013 64, and the expenditure* 
11,241.50 ; leaving a balance ot 
$772.14.

A DEAF-MUTE WOMAN SHOOTS 
DEAF-MUTE TLERK IN P. O. 

Tacoma Park, MUD., Aug. 30. — 
Mrs. Cora E Schuessler, a deaf- 
mute, shot and mortally wounded 
Gilbert Eriokson, also a deaf-mnte, 
to-day and indicated she would rely 
on ths "unwritten law," defense. 

A dozen pet sons saw the shooting, 
which occurred in front of the post- 
office and general store. They 
seized ihe frantic woman and held 
her for officers fiom Washingtou, of 
which this town is a suburb. 

The wounded man, a clerk in the 
Postoffice department, started to 
run, but fell within a tew hundred 
feet. He was rushed loa Washing- 
ton hospital. 

At the station house Mrs. Schuess- 
ler signed this statement : 4, I shot 
Gilbert Eriekanu, aud he ruined my 
home and my husliand."

Alexander Graham Bell. 

A short time ago there were un- 
veiled in Boston, Mass., two bronze 
tablets, one marking the place 
of the birth, forty years ago, 
of the telephone, the other, the site 
of the house where the first success- 
ful transmission of a message over a 
Bell telephone took place. It is a 
pleasure to note that Alexander 
Graham Bell, inventor of the tele- 
phone, and his wife participated in 
the various ceremonies and func- 
tions attendant upon the observance 
of the anniversary. Most people 
who had experience with the tele- 
phone in its infancy, we take it, 
were prepared, if called upon, to re- 
late many things of interest respect- 
ing the introduction of the inven- 
tion, and things that Alexander 
Graham Bell never heard of, but the 
addresses and after dinner talks in- 
cident to the tablet unveiling dealt 
with what the useful instrument is 
to-day, rather than what it was in 
the late '70s and the beginning of 
the '80s. 

Anyone of the early users will 
tell how, in the first place, perhaps, 
the telephone of his youthful days 
was not a Bell telephone at all, but 
a rival instrument, connected with 
the name of Elisha Gray ; or Tho- 
mas A. Edison, or he may say that he 
had to do with two or three tele- 
phones, and that he was constantly 
running to one when the bell signals 
of the other were calling for his at- 
tention. One fortunate person, in- 
vited to a mysterious dark room in 
a Western Union telegraph office, 
on an afternoon a little less than 
forty years ago, if started along 
reminiscent lines, might be glad to 
tell how he was asked to place his 
ear to a receiver and listen, and how 
while he listened, a tenor voice in 
one part of the town and an alto 
voice in another sang ' ' The Sweet 
By-and-Bye," and that he never 
heard the like of if before. Another 
might, if urged, tell of attending a 
telegrapher's ball, honored by the 
presence of high officials, where peo- 
ple danced to music played in a city 
a hundred miles away. These lat 
ter and similar recollections, of 
course, belong to the period just be- 
fore the commercialization of the 
telephone, or to the short interval 
that claimed the invention as a cu- 
riosity or a toy rather than as an in- 
valuable adjunct to the social and 
business activities of the world. 

The duplication of telephones, 
while it lasted, was a trial not to be 
forgotten. Its inconveniences will 
perhaps be remembered as long, al- 
most, as the exercises attending the 
sending or receiving of a message. 
First, one bad to ring something 
like an old-fashioned doorbell and 
wait for results, which usually ar- 
rived in the form of a succession of 
buzzes. There had to be much 
shouting, for during the early days 
and weeks and months, and even 
years, of the telephone, it was popu- 
larly believed that the louder one 
shouted into the sender the more 
plainly would the message be heard 
at the receiver. This belief still 
survives to some extent. One had 
to ring " on " and then one had to 
ring "off," and if one did not ring 
"off" it might result in the throw- 
ing of whole circuits or whole sys- 
tems into confusion. 

The telephone called for a large 
and constant supply of patience on 
the part of its patrons in the early 
days. Practically everything af- 
fected it. It was sometimes put out 
of commission by a sudden change 
in atmospheric conditions, by too 
much heat or too much cold, and, 
worst of all by imperfect insulation 
and consequent induction. Induc- 
tion, among other pleasant things, 
was instrumental in bringing the 
telegraph companies and the fire de- 
partment, with as many of one's 
neighbors as happened to be talking 
over their own wires at the time, in- 
to one's private conversation. 

Through it all, Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell was working for two 
things : to get his right and title to 
the patent decided by the courts, 
and to perfect the telephone so that 
users of the instrument might, in 
in course of time, think of him 
kindly, that is, as, a benefactor of 
mankind rather than as a disturber 
of the peace. In both respects he 
long ago came out triumphant. 
To-day, while others — Captain John 
Taylor, the Englishman who in- 
vented the non -electric telephone in 
1844 ; Philipp Reis, of Friedrichs- 
dort, who presented the theory of 
telephony, in 1861, in a lecture at 
Frankfort ; Thomas A. Edison and 
Elisha Gray, who were only a few 
hours or days behind Bell in apply- 
ing for patents — receive due credit 
for the parts they played. Alexan- 
der Graham, Bell's claim to the hon- 
or of being first in the field with a 
workable instrument is no longer 
seriously questioned. — Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor.
